Washington is threateued with the queerest 
lobby that ever attacked its congressional halls. 
The present danger is not from Wall street, 
from the Pennsylvania iron mills, or frem the 
woman’s rights convention but from Utah. 
The Mormons are coming i), force. They say 
they have never had afair” showing before 
congress and mean to take theircausein their 
their own hands. The failure 
of the present Mormon bill 
is admitted, but opinions as to a remedy for 
its defect differ all the way from tbe com- 
plaint that it is not strictly executed to the 
demand for a constitutional amendment 
which shaliseal the doom of polygamy. The 
Morimans constitute probably the richest and 
industrially the most prosperous portion of 
the fifty millions of people under one flag 
All of the clamor and the legislation 
against their peculiar institutions 
has failed to shake the patriarchal power that 
rules them or to weaken their faith ina civ 
ilization that glories in its isolation. So far 
the Mormons have the best of the fight. See- 
ing that more determined efforts are to be 
made against them they are preparing to 
meetthem. The best of legal counsel will 
be employed at any __ price 
oppose the Edmunds bill or 
ether such measure. No stint will 
made of their enormous weaith, which, as 
they know, must touch one of the vital 
springs of modern politics. After setting all 
the influences they can command into play, 
the wisest and boldest of the elders are com- 
ing to Washing‘on to boss the job. It is a 
mistake to suppose that every Mormon gen- 
tleman divides his affections into halves or 
quarters, or slices of smaller proportion. 
Some of them are strict 
but the prejadices of many of this 
‘against any interference by the general gov- 
ernment with their religious institutions, are 
as bitter as those of the most married of their 
brethren. The lobby will be composed prin- 
cipally of these one-wived saints, but there 
will notbe wanting the wicked old polyga 
misis who count their spouses like sheep 
They may be expected to come with the fa 
natical enthusiasm they display at home when 
their church as they cali it, is assailed in its 
sligutest prerogative. They contend tor the 
morality and prosperity of their people an: 
then plant themselves on the platform that 
the general government has no right to tam 
per with their social habits or the doctrines o: 
theirchurch. Thesame bold spirit which 
sends the elders to the most civilized states o: 
the union crying out for converts and seldou: 
going home without a good lot of them, in: 
pels this attack on the grave and moral dig- 
nitaries who constitute the congress of this 
country. Doubtiess they feel foredoomed to 
failure, but fanaticism braces itself in the 
face of defeat and defends the last ditch with 
a desperation the outer fortifications could 
not inspire. The Mormon probiem 1s not an 
easy one. Long azo the sense of the

country, It must be effaced, but how to do 
it in this generation by legal methods is not 
an easy question to answer. Its difficulty 1s 
emphasised strongest by those who have been 
among the Mormons and know how compact 
is their social system and how blind the de- 
votion it receives.

IN THE HOUSE. 

When the bouse met this morning, the 
speaker was suffering from a severe cold, and 
Mr. Cox, of New York, was called to the 
chair. The reading of yesterday’s journal! hav- 
ing been dispensed with, thespeaker pro tem- 
pore continued the call of states for bills and 
resolutions of inquiry. 

Among the bilis and resolutions introduc 
ea were the following: By Mr.- Hatch, of 
Missouri—To allow farmers and planters to 
sell leaf tobacco of their own production to 
other chan manufacturers of tobacco, without 
the payment of special tax. By several 
members—Bulls for rendering duty free of 
salt, suzar, barbed wire, to 
pension the Mexican veterans 
and to allow the president to veto separate 
items of appropriation bills. A great many 
bills of similar character were introduced by 
different members. Among the bills intro- 
duced was one by Mr. Skinner, of New York, 
authorizing the secretary of the treasury to 
purctase from the surplus revenue at any 
time, at his discretion, 4 and 4'9 per cent 
bonds, and cancel the same instead of calling 
for the redemption of3 per cent bonds, which 
are now payable at the pleasure of the United 
States; also another eight-hour law; 
a bill to reduce the drop letter postage to one 
cent; calis for iniormation Concernivg tne 
transfer of the Texas Pacificland grant. By 
Mr. Scaies, @f North Carolima, repealing the 
internal alesis laws; also to refund certain 
direct taxes on land, collected from citizens 
in the late insurrectionary states. By Mr. 
Vance, of North Carolina, t@ secure a more 
efficient civil service reform; a!so for the 
payment of certain mail contractors in the 
southern states prior, to May, .1861; also to 
stop the coinage of trade dollars. By Mr. 
O'Hara, of North Carolina, to reimburse 
the depositors of the~ Freedmen’s 
Savirgs and [rust company. By Mr. York of 
North Carolina, to appropriate the surplus 
money now in the treasury and all the money 
hereafter derived from the internal revenue 
taxation for educational purposes. By Mr. 
Cox of North Carolina, to change the method 
of coilecting the internal revenue tax on dis- 
tilled spirits. By Messrs. Taylor, Geddes and 
Converse of Onblo, each one bill to increase 
the duty on wool. By Mr. keifer of Obio, 
proposing a constitutional amendment pro- 
viding that eongress shall have power, by ap- 
propriate legislation, to secure to all citizens 
of the United States the equal privileges and 
immunities and equal protection of the laws, 
and also to prevent their being deprived of 
life, liberty or property without due process 
of law. 

By Mr. Mackey, of South Carolina, to give 
aid to the support of common schools; also 
proposing a constitutional amendment de- 
claring the rights and privileges of all citizens 
to be the same. By Mr. Aiken, of South Car- 
Olina, to establiso a department of agricul- 
ture. By Mr. Dibble, of South Carolina, re- 
pealing all laws discriminating against the 
circulating notes of state banks. By Mr. Mc- 
Millan, of Tennessee, to make the trade dol- 
ilar a legal tender. By Mr. 
Hauk, of Tennessee, to preserve 
the purity of the ballot and to punish bribery 
and other offenses against the elective fran- 
chise. One thousand and twenty-one bills

GOSSIP OF TH®S CAPITAL. 


The Kellogg Case Continued Uatil the Next Term-— 
the Uablaet. 

WASHINGTON, December 1l.—In the case 
against ex-Senator Kellogg, indicted for com- 
plicity in the star route frauds, Jadge Wylie 
rendered a decision this morning on the 
motion of the government to postpone the 
trial on account of their inability to secure 
the attendance of John A. Walsh, who 1s 
represented as an important witness. Judge 
Wylie directed that the case be continued 
until the next term of court. He said that 
he was satisfied that the affidavits of the 
government justified such continuance. He 
would not force the government to go into 
trial, or when they desired evidence of wit- 
nesses whom they considered so important. 

The cabinet meeting to-day was attended 
by all the members except Secretary Folger, 
who is contined to his house by illness, It is 
understood that the O'Donnell case was con- 
sidered. 

The United &tates consul at Cairo, Ezypt, 
reports to the department of state that there 
were about 50,000 deaths from cholera in that 
country during the epidemic which raged be- 
tween June 22d and September Ist.

ty-five cents per acre. The lands are now 
subject to pre-emption entry at two dollars 
and fifty cents per acre. The bill introduced 
by Mr. Muldrow, of Mississippi, to enlarge 
the powers and duties of the department or 
agriculture is the same which was reported 
by Mr. Plumb at the last session of the sen- 
ate. Mr. Hewitt’s bill to secure « uniform 
standard of value was introduced at 
the last session of congress, and referred to 
the committee on banking and currency. 
The biil introduced by Mr. Vance, of North 
Carolina, to promote the faithful administra- 
tion of public offices, provides for the pun- 
ishment oy a fine not exceeding five thou- 
saad dollars and dismissal from office ol any 
officer under the United States govera- 
ment, executive, legislative or Judicial, 
who shall receive from any railroad, 
banking or telegraph company free passes, 
tickets or stock. Tne bill introduced by Mr. 
Hopkins, of Pennsylvania, for the establish- 
meut of a bureau of labor statistics, provides 
for the appointment of acomaiissioner at @ 
sulary of $4,000 per annam, to collect labor 
statistics and make an annual report to con- 
gress and the president. Ihe biil introduced 
Dy Representative Dorsheimer, of 
New York, to define the words 
‘‘contederate cruisers’? in the act extending 
the duration of the Alabama claims, comms- 
sion, is identical with the bill introduced in 
the senate last week by Mr. Lapham.

ROBBING ‘'H& INDIANS, 


Cherokee Charges Against Oertain High Officia's 
Which May be Investigated. 

W ASHINGTON, December 11. — Colonel 
Baudinot, Washington agent of the Cherokee 
nation, has addressed an open letter to Secre- 
tary Teller with reference to the charges re- 
cently made respecting the misappropriation 
of the Cherokee Indian award made last win- 
ter. In this letter Colonel Baudinot says he 
will prove, if opportunity be afforded him, 
that the treasurer of the Cherukee nation 
paid out $22,500 of the award of $500,000 
in fulfiiiment of a contract made by the 
Cherokee delegation with ex-Congressman 
Phillips, of Kansas, and that Philips received 
the money, also that both Phillips and the 
Cherokee delegation represented to the Cher- 
okee council that said $22,500, although con- 
tracted to be paid to William A. Phillips was 
not for his benefit, but was to pay ‘‘certain 
high officials in Washington for their 
influence in procuring the appropriatior 
of said $300,000, and that Phillips, when asked 
who these high officials were, gave his inter- 
rogators to anderstand that such “high ofh- 
cials’’ were Secretary Teller and Senator 
Dawes. Colonel Baudinot also says: “Some- 
body stgle that money. I know neither you 
nor Senator Dawes ever gota doliar of it. I 
believe Wiliam A. Phillips did get it, and 
probably shared it with others.”

The 
present tariff is nut satisfactory. Iam nota 
free trader by any means, nor am 1a protec 
tionist. I favor a tariff that will produce 
imoderate revenue, and insure the fair re- 
muneration and elevation of Awerican labor. 
The heavy duties on iron and wooleu goods 
are burdens upon the country which should 
not be tolerated; though Llook with distrust 
upon all tariff tinkering. I suppose we must, 
from necessity, endure some more of it. No 
change in theitariff should be made without 
timely notice. If you intend to aestroy the 
fruit of &@ man’s industry, that may bave 
covered the best yearsofa lifetime, im the 
name of American common sense give him 
at least two or three years in which to ‘stand 
from under.’ 

‘If we are satisfied that the protection he 
is receiving from the tariff is working a large 
share of mischief, then the pé@ople can stand 
and give him notice that at the end ofa 
specified period the injurious prutection wil! 
be eut off. Of course some will be badly 
squeezed, but in that way the minimum 
harm will be done our industrial system 
Nothing can be conceived more demoralizing 
to trade than the chronic uncertainty from 
day today of what the morrow will bring 
forth on this tariff question.”’

The 
announcement that the tripartite agreement be- 
tween the Rock Island, Union Pacific and St. Paul 
roads had been signed was the most important 
news of the day. The bears affected to construe 
this as meaning a railroad war. and made repeated 
atiacks on the market. They also used the adjourn- 
ment of the Iowa pool meeting until the i8:h inst, 
against speculation generally,but more particularly 
the Granger roads. The agreement between the 
roads is for 25 years, and does not debar any of the 
fowa roads from joining a new association. The 
question of territorial rights will no longer be an 
issue, as @ch road is permitied to build when or 
where they like, Prices were forced down '4 to 3 
per cent.

The End of the Trial in Fuiton Superior Court 
Other Cases of Interest. 

Fulton superior court disposed of two crim- 
inal cases yesterday. 

The Cornet murder trial was concluded 
“early in the morning by the defendant enter- 
inga plea of guilty to involuntary man- 
slaughter, and receiving a sentence of one 
year in the penite utiary.

Cornet has insisted constantly since the death 
of bis wife that her death was caused by 
a fall on the night of their 
last spree. He declared that _ there 
were witnesses to the fail, butthat hedid not 
know them. Hégave-an accurate description 
of the witnesses, and on Monday night Mr. 
Foster found the persons described, and from 
them ascertained the truta of Cornet's de- 
claration. This evidence laid before Svlicitor 
Hill convinced bim tbat Cornet bad not 

beaten his wife to death.
